ACT is a newly formed National Civil Rights organization whose 
Washington, D. C. Director is Julius Ww. Hobson, the former Chairman of 
Washington CORE, Under Mr. Hobson's able and inspired leadership CORE 
made a distinguished record of developing in business, commerce, industry 
ang private schools an awareness of the moral and economic necessity of 
reforming their employment policies regarding Negroes, This meant the 
cessation of discriminatory practices against Negro citizens in employment 
and job advancement involving a wide range of deceptive devices employed 
to cloak such unethicel and wasteful practice. 


It is the aim of Washington ACT to secure today by the most direct 
means every right, opportunity and privelege that the Negro's human 
existence and determination entitle him to. 


In this connection we are now engaged in identifyins jeb openings 
and securing work for unemployed Negroes in Washington, D. C., the majority 
of whom are citizens without treining or special skills. We are hopeful 
that it will be unnecessary to define and take action on such ruses and 
evasions as have been extensively used in the past to syetematically 
seperate Negro citizens into a sub-standard opportunity class. In those 
instances where such practices do ensue our organizational policy is to 
counter immediately, persistently and effectively and we are fully prepared 
to do 80. 


We trust that it is commonly understood that the best prospects for 
orderly and tranquil conduct of the business and social affairs of a community 
are under conditions of general equity and wellebeing. ‘here a substantial 
proportion of human beings in a community experience continual and insistent 
confinement to limited areas of opporunity and achievement control of the 
reaction thereto is very doubtful. The responsibility of establishments 
such as yours, therefore, is quite clear,
